Trumanites 
Hope for Aid of 
Public Opinion 


Washington, July 15 —(/P)—Presi- 


dent Truman's plea for his ami- 
inflation program has fired 
ad- 


ministration leaders in 
congress 


with hope that a wave of public 
opinion may help them win more 
powerful economic controls. 


Despite Mr. Truman's p u b l i c 


declaration last night that runa- 
way inflation could give 
Russia 


global victory "without firing 
a 


shot," the controls legislation was 
still in trouble on both sides of 
thecapitol. 


Congressional sentiment appear- 


ed strong for continuance, with 
some modifications, of the present 
defense production act instead of 
Lh enew and tougher law asked 
by the president. 


In carrying his appeal to 
the 


people 
by television 
nd 
radip, 


Mr. Truman said: 


"This is a fight for everyone to 


join — a fight for the very- life 
of this nation, x x x We've got to 
have a good, strong inflation-con- 
trol law on the books if we are 
going to get through this emer- 
gency successfully." 


Although the present law expires 


June 30, the house banking com 
mitce recessed until Monday its 
closed-door consideration

two year law. 


Mr. Truman said in his message 


to. the nation that some congres- 
sional leaders told him "they were 
under a lot of pressure from the 
special interests to do away with 
controls, and that the consumers 
were not making t h e m s e l v e s 
heard." 


Administration leaders expressed 


hope that during 
the week-end 


enough consumer-voters will make 
their views known 
to turn 
the 
tide. The President bad virtually 
invited the voters to let t h e i r 
congressmen know how they fell.
